F. No. 3/5/99-Public.— shanker Dayal Sharma, former President of India, passed away on Sunday, the 
26* December, 1999. A veteran freedom fighter. Dr. Sharma was an able statesman and parliamentarian 
who served the country with great devotion, dedication and distinction. He held many eminent posts in 
public life. 

2. Dr. Shanker Dayal Sharma was born on August 19, 1918 at Bhopal. He took his M.A. degrees in 
English Literature, Hindi and Sanskrit, standing first in the University. He obtained his LLM firom 
Lucknow University once again standing first in the University. He obtained his Ph.D, in Law at 
Cambridge. Called to the Bar from Lincoln’s Inn, he was later a Fellow at Harvard Law School. 

3. Dr. Shanker Dayal Sharma also won distinctions as a sportsman, having excelled in athletics, 
rowing and swimming during his student days. He was Lucknow University’s swimming champion for 
tliree consecutive years and was Captain and later President of its Rowing and Swmming Club. 

4. Dr. Shanker Dayal Shanna’s public life began in Lucknow in 1940, He underwent imprisonment 
during the freedom struggle and again during the merger movement in Bhopal. 

5. Dr. Shanker Dayal Sharma was elected to the Bhopal State Assembly in 1952 and was Chief 

Minister of the erstwhile Bhopal State (1952-56) till the formation of the new State of Madhya Pradesh on 
November 1, 1956, During the period 1956 to 1967, he held various portfolios as Cabinet Minister in the 

Government of Madliya Pradesh. 

6 After his election as a Member of the Lok Sabha in 1971, Dr. Slianker Dayal Sliarma became 
Union Minister for Communications (1971-77). He was re-elected to the Lok Sabha in January, 1980 and 
continued in that capacity till August, 1984 when he was appointed as Governor of Andhra Pradesh, He 
also held the office of Governor of Punjab and Governor of Maharashtra.

7. Dr, Shanker Dayal Sharma was Vice-President of India and Chairman of the Council of States 
(Rajya Sabha), from September 3, 1987 till he assumed office of the President of on My 24, 1992. He 
completed his full term of five years as President of India. As President he lent dignity to the high office 
and brought to bear his humaoitarian outlook on domestic and International problems. 

8. Despite the pressures of high offices held by him. Dr, Shanker Dayal Sharma was keenly 
interested in linguistics, law, philosophy, education, rural development, comparative study of religions, and 
literary and journalistic pursuits. He had to his credit several publications on international affairs, rule of 
law, role of police, secularism, education, democratic process, heritage of humanism and development. 
Besides English, he had several important and thought-provoking publications in Hindi also. 

9. In the death of Dr. Shanker Dayal Sharma, the country has lost a brave freedom fighter, statesman, 
scholar, humanist and linguist. He was a national leader of eminence and a wise elder statesman.
